Tbe stamps will be printed in me- 
tallic red. A four cent denomination ol 
postage stamp and stamped envelopes to 
cover double postage under tbe new rate 
will also be Issued.

The old designs of stamps aod envelopes 


will be valid after tbe first of October and 
must be accepted In payment of postage 
when offered in appropriate amounts. Tbe 
three cent stamps may be used in combin- 
ation wjia otber denominations on letters 
requiring more than one race of postage 
and on parcels of third and fourth clasi 
matter. The department will be ready to 
issue tbo new stamped envelopes on tbe 
first of September and the two cent adhe- 
sive stamp on tbe fifteenth of September, 
but tbe stamps and envelopes of new de- 
designs are not to be, sold by postmasters 
before the first of October.
